Smooth.down the pile in 
the right way during rinsing and 
drying, Carcless handling at this 
stage will make your carpet look 
rough and shabby. 

When the carpet is clean put it 
out on the Inwn to dry In the sun 
and air, Never put a wet carpet 
over o line or the foundation threads 
will be damaged.

Keeping Tarnish 
At Bay 


NLIST the aid of a few dusters 

and metal polishes, then, setting 
out with a definite routine in hand, 
give all your brasses and coppers a 
brilliant and long-lasting shine, 


To obrighten-up those — bronze 
statuettes, wipe them with a soft 
cloth which has been dipped in 
linseed oll, then warm them and 
polish vigorously with a dry leather, 
the brilllant lustre abtalned will 
defy discolour. Smear a Little olive, 
all over to lengthen the “life of the 
spuriie. 


When you have just polished your 
brass surfaces to glowing perfection, 
rub them over with a raw potato, 
then. you'll find you need not polish 
them again for a week or two. 


Sometimes you will discover kit- 
chen utensils, and even, house- 
fittings and ornaments have acquired 
a rusty surface, A paste which js 
invaluable for cleaning’ off this 
ominous sign. is. made. by..mlxing..a. 
drop of paraffin with some powdered 
chalk. The golden rule to observe 
in these cases is never to use a harsh 
scouring pad on those smooth sur- 
faces, 


A very simple way to deal with 
dulled stainless steel Iknives is to 
polish them with «a damp: cloth 
which has been dipped in fine ash.

A surprise plea of guilty to nine 
seounts out of the 15 in the Indict- 
ment agninst him led to the case of 
‘Stanley Grove Spire, 45, being dealt 
with at the Old Balley recently, 
sentence of elght years’ penal servl- 
tude being passed. 

A tong and costly hearing had 
been expected, Spiro, who showed 
no emotion on hearing his sentence, 
was told by the Recorder, Mr. Gerald 
Dodson: 

"You were the head of a society 
-of men’ who were nothing else than 
‘n band of commercial brigands, and 
‘4n that enpacity you were preying on 

e community. 
ne Well, this ts the end, and, as you 
‘now, it had to come.” 

3 Splro returned from nbroad_ curly 
this year and was arrested nt Barnes 
on a warrant {ssued In February, 
1937, - 

_ The charge’ against yim was that 
between October, . 1934, and 
February, 1937, he conspired to de- 
fraud such persons 1s might be in- 
duced to part with shares or money 
to Maclean A. D, Henderson, stock- 
brokers, of New Broad-strect, E.c, 

“HEAD OF THIS SWINDLE” 

Mr, G. B. McClure, who with Mr. 
Gerald Howard prosecuted, sald this 
was a case which might have been 
before the court in June, 1937, when 
certain of Splro's agsocintes. were 
tried at the Old Balley. ; 

So far as the prosecution's in- 
quiries had gone Spiro stood in a 
very different “position from those 
who were chorged in 1937, 

“I put him forward,” sald Mr. 
McClure, “as the head of the whole 
of this sharepushing swindle which 
went on for practically the whole 

of 1935 and 1936.” 

. Spiro while so acting kept his 
nome in the background. The 
method ndopted was that he got hold 
of a well-established old business In 
Scotland, which hd carried on a 
perfectly reputable business of outs 
side stockbrokers. 

The froud began when that  con- 
cern was taken ever. It was obtain- 
ed by purchase, and the well-known 
Scottish name of Elphinstone was 
used, © man named Elphinstone pur- 
chasing the firm In that name.' The 
real purchaser, however, wus Spiro. 


HOW FRAUDS WERE 
_ | ENGINEERED. 


Many Addresses 


The purchase was followed up by 
4cking an ofMfce In London at New 


Broad-strect, 
the old “eltents: to witom they would 
write, 


In addition, said Mr. McClure, they 
started the publication of a thing 
called The Weekly Financtat Review, 
or some such paper, elreularising the 
people who had no former connec: 
tions. In that way they enlarged 
their clientele. - 


It took a very long time to dis- 
cover that this fraud that nppeared 
te be carried on In the City alone 
was reolly carried on at a number of 
addresses. 


In almost every case the first tran- 
suction was a good one in good stock. 
Then once the person had sent his 
money and bought some good Indus~ 
trinl security, he was advised to sell 
and change to something else. 


SPIRO'S OWN OFFICE 


That was the method. The organl- 
sation was considerable. It was ultl- 
mately discovered that the real fraud 
was not being carried on at the New 
Broud-strect office. It was ot an 
address just off the Haymarket. 

Here there were two bronze plates, 
one stating “Angilo-African Corporn- 
tlon Ltd.” and the other ‘Scottish 
Gus Utilities Ltd.” That had been 
Spiro's office since 1931. 


Letters which needed handling 


‘were ulways taken thore and nearly 


always were dealt with by Spiro him- 
‘self, : 

In February, 1936, 0 concern -called 
Bunt and Co, was started, and it was 
run by Spiro's Heutenants. "That con- 
cern might have been sturted to ope- 
rate the same worthless securities 
when the pame of Mactean and 
Henderson got into bad odour. 

Employees, sald Mr. McClure, were 
sent from one place to another, and 
the whole thing was once gigantic 
swindle. 


“SPIRO GOT HIM FOR 


——- $17,000” 
Man Who ‘Talked A Lot” 


Mr. McClure then dealt with 1 
charge relating to the . purchuse of 
shares by a man in East Anglia whose 
name he ‘asked should not be made 
public. 

This mun, he sald, was visited by 


Spiro:in the name of Royston. So 
persuasive was he that, within an 
hour the mun had promised to for- 
ward to Splro securities to the valuc 
of over £17,000. 


E.c. They thus had 


A document was afterwards found 
In ine offices relating to this man, Tt 
read: . 


“Wealthy man. Nice to spenk 
to. Puts whisky bottle on table. 
Likes to talc a lot. Been in India. 
Been ‘a rubber planter. Feel sure 
you will get him." 


“And get him Spiro did, to the tune 
of £17,000,” said Mr. McClure. The 
only letter Spiro ever put his hand to 
in the hundreds of exhibits was one 
of this man. 


Mr. McClure sald that the Scottish 
Gas Utllities Corporation was a con- 
cern bought somewhere ‘about 1932 
from a rather obscure syndicate in 
Guernsey for £20,000. 


A DEVONSHIRE VICTIM 


In 1936, Spiro, giving the name of 
Maclean, called on a man In Devon- 
shire, who was alleged to be a vic- 
tim. The man died and his relatives 
never received a penny. Spiro had 
pleaded not guilty to this count, 


Another alleged victim, living in the| 
nelghbourhood of Liverpool, was an 
old ellent of Muclean and Henderson 
and wns approached in that way. In 
his cuse he hurdly ever had communl- 
cations except by telephone, and he 
purted with about £1,000, 


Early in 1937, police Inquiries 
reached a head, On Feb. 6, 1037, 
warrants were Issued. On thot day 
Spiro left:this country. 

Within the previous week or 10 
days he had got in cash £12,000. He 
must have known. the stage which 
the inquiries had reached. 


£600,000 TURNOVER. 


“f£ ennnot give any real idea of the 
magnitude of this fraud,” added Mr. 
McClure. “Banking accounts show a 
turnover of just under £600,000. 

“T am not suggesting anything like 

that sum was the proceeds of fraud, 
Myut 1 do suggest that a very large 
Iproportion of the procceds of cheques 
and securities handed to Maclean and 
Henderson went into Spiro’s- own 
pocket.” 
« Mr.. McClure said the amount in- 
volved In the indictment was about 
£605,000. The whole of the account 
to whlch there had been pleas of not 
guilty altered that amount by certaln- 
ly not more than £10,000. 

During their inquiries the police 
found u slip of paper on which was 
written: 

"Small house ubout six miles 
fram Birmingham. Retired coach- 
mun, Very cautious. Has check-

Thomas Gankerseer sald 
that Spfro was 45 and a widower 
with one son. He had no previous 
convictions against him in this 
country. 7 


He had stated that he attended 
schoo! in South Africa, where he was 
born, unt he was 18. He then took 
up farming for about two years. 


, On June 15, 1917, after serving as 


nw cadet, he was appointed a second 
dleutenant In the Roynl Flying Corps. 


, In November of that year he went to 


France, and in December was tnken 
prisoner, being repatriated in 1918. 


Spiro had also stated that Mfter de= 
mobilisation he returned to South 
Africa, carried on as a cattle rancher 
until 1923, worked for hls father In 
Johannesburg until 1926, and then 
enme to this country and started on 
his own account os a general broker. 

For several years Spiro had been 
nssoctated with sharepushers. 


FINANCED PLAYS 


Det-Insp. Gankerseer added that 
Spiro, in addition to sharepushing, had 


regurd to the activities of ‘Maclean 
und Henderson and Bunt and Com- 
pany, 31 people had complained to 
the police, supplylng particulars show= 
ing their losses approximating £108,- 
oo. 


A number of other complaints had 
been received, but the people con- 
cerned declined to furnish particulars. 
Spiro had given information to’ the 
police to help investigations into

Mr. E. G. Hemmerde, K-C., who, 
with Mr. St. John Hutchinson, IKC., 
Mr. Derek Curtis Bennett and Mr.

The New Commonwealth 


Sir,—The grave deterioration in 
the international situation which has 
taken place within the last few yea 
has undoubtedly been the cause of 
profound anxicty among millions of 
men and women throughout the 
British Empire. These feelings of 
anxiety are probably most acutely 
{elt by those whose understanding of 
the position compels them to reject 
as impracticable such policies as 
isolation and ultra-pacifism. ° It is 
probably true to say that the vast 
-mujority of cur compatriots, no mat- 

-ter in what quarter of the Empire 
they may reside, recognise in the 
devclopment of the collective system 
the only practical method of safe- 
guarding world peace and .thus, of 
ensuring the welfare and security of 
the British Commonwealth. They 
realise that only by the inauguration 
of the relgn of Jaw and order in the 
international sphere can Inter-State 
relationships be satisfactorily re- 
gulated.. They remain Joyal. to. the 
fundamental principles enshrined In 
the League of Natlons ‘Covenant. 
Unfortunately, ‘however, they are 
compelled to admit that so far the 

, League has completely failed to ful- 
fil the major functions which !t was 
hoped {t would be able to carry out, 
and this failure has given rise to a 
natural tendency to discount the 

‘ prospects of establishing an‘ effective 
collective system. 

In the bellet that this brief state- 
ment correctly interprets the feelings 
of the preponderating majority of 
British mien and women, we venture 
to direct attention to the activities of 
an organisation which, ‘we submit, 
approaches the problem of world 
peace from on prnctical and = con- 


. structive angle. The purpose of the 


New Commonwealth Soclety can be 
slmply . stated. The Society  ad- 
vocates’ the development of the 
¢ Natlons from a_ mere 
debating socicty into an effective’ 
international authority, Its pro- 
gramme Is confined to two concrete 
proposals—(1) the submission of all 
disputes between nations, which can- 


" not be settled by -the processes of 


n¢gotlation and conciliation, to the 
adjudication of an impartial Tribunal 
charged with the duty of pronounc- 
Ing a decision in accordance with the 
principles of justice and equity; (2) 
the creation of -an_ Internati!onal 
Police Force to restrain aggression 
and, if need be, to enforee. the 
decisions of the Tribunal. Thus the 
New Commonwealth programme con-

Personalities of Old Hongkong 


CHIEF JUSTICE, 


SIR JAMES © 
RUSSELL |

-welkknown name in .the 

Colony during the latter 
\part of the last century was that 
of Chief Justice, Sir James 
Russell, Kt., C.M.G. His career 
of more than twenty-five years 
in the service of the Hongkong 
Government was a most meri- 
torious one, and earned for him 
the esteem of the entire com- 
munity; for he was happily one 
of those personalitics who. com- 
bined in addition to great ability 
and a remarkable vapacity for 
conscientious endeavour, a kind 
and generous disposition. 


Sir James Russell was born in 
Ireland about the yeur 1840, He 
was the scion of 2 well-to-do 
family, who provided him with 
an excellent education, and he 
graduated“at Queen's University 
in 1863 with a B.A. Degree. 
The subsequent three or four 
were spent in private 
study and in acting as tutor and 
companion to the sons of other 
wealthy families. Tie apparent- 
ly futureless vocation of a 
teacher at length began to pall 
on the young man, and he de- 
cided to enter the forcign ser- 
vice. In 1867 he was appointed 
to a cadetship in Hongkong. 
Upon hig arrival in the Colony, 
he occupied himself with his 
habitual ardour to the studies of 
the Government cadet, but go 
rapid was his progress that he 
came to the attention of the 
then Governor, Sir Richard 
Graves MacDonnell, who, the 
very next year, nominated him 
as his Priyate Secretary, 


His next post—that of Police 
Magistrate—instilled in him an 
interest in the law, go that upon 
his leave of absence at Home in 
1872, he determined to utilise 
the opportunity for further 
study. The Jaw now became his 
forte, and he took his LL.B, at 
the University of Dublin. So 
conspicuous was his scholastic 
standard that he won a gold 
medal, and was called to the Bar 
at Lincoln's Inn in the Easter 
Term of 1874, the authorities 
allowing him a concession of 


three terms, ag ordinarily hy 
would not have been admitted to 


practice until later in the year,

Successful Career 


Upon his return to the Colony 
in June 1874. ho was gazetted 
Coroner, an office which-he fill- 
ed with entire satisfaction. 
From this position it was in- 
evitable that further promotion 
should be his lot, and he served 
during the next nine years in 
various capacitics, ranging from 
Acting Puisne Judge to Colonial 
Treasurer and Registrar Gen- 
eral, 


The death of Mr. Francis 
Snowden, the Puisne Judge on 
April 1, 1888, provided him with 
an unexpected opportunity; for 
he was immediately appointed 
by the Governor, Sir George 
Ferguson Bowen to: fill the 
vacancy. So conspicuously did 
he discharge the dutics of the 
Bench that he won wide acclaim, 
and it was not to be wondered at 
that his ability soon came to the 
attention of the Home Govern- 
ment. He was accordingly tire 
recipient-of_« Companionage in 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George on June 18, 1887. The 
bestowal of this honour seemed 
to be a signal for further pro- 
motion; for on November 10, 
1888, owing to the retirement 
of the Chief Justice, Sir George 
Philippo, he was accordingly 
gazetted ag his successor. 


As one of the Colony’s lead- 
ing legal minds, Chief Justice 
Russell was noted for the fair- 
ness of his decisions. If he 
erred, it was perhaps on the side 
of Jeniency. Like others of his 
time, he was not adverse to en- 
tering the great controversy 
which raged in Hongkong dur- 
ing the ’eighties as to whether 
the public whipping post should 
be abolished. His recorded 
opinion wag apparently a non- 
committal one; for while he was 
too kind an individual at heart 
to openly endorse the. weekly 
quota of floggings in full view of 
the thrill-secking public, he was 
honest enough to state that “he 
did not know how local crime 
was to be curbed if the cat and 
the birch were to be abolished.” 
In this respect, he echoed the 
convictions of the majority of 
the community, who, whilo they 
were perhaps as humanitarian 
as any other, did net feel too sure 
of the wisdom of Governor Pope 
Hennessy’s “‘advanced’”’liber- 
aligm. 

The. Chicf. Justiceship of 
Hongkong was really his 
official appointment, and al- 
though he was honoured with a 
knighthood while on furlough in 
1890, he began. to feel’. that 
health considerations would 


eventually compel his retire- 
ment.. The arduous duties of 
his office began to tell on his con- 
stitution, and in 1893, he deter 
mined to resign and return 
Home in an effort to recuperate 
his failing strength. While it 
was hoped that Sir James would 
recover sufficiently to permit 
his return to the Colony, the 
majority of .the community felt 
that his departure. would be 
permanent. Their fears were 
fulfilled: for on September 3, 
1893, came the tidings that, he 
had passed away at Strathpeffer, 
Scotland, where he had gone but 
a few days previously in a vain 
effort to profit by a change of 
aconery. The residents of the 
Colony were profoundly shocked 


at the news of his death, . and 
hastened to pay tributes to.his

AUSTRALIAN AID 


All Classes Sympathise 
’ With China in War 


The Federal Government of the 
Commonwealth of Australia _ has 
made a gift of half-a-million doses 
of anti-cholera vaccine to assist 
China in the campaign oguinst epi- 
demic cholera, caused by the war. 

Last May, the Chinese Govern- 
ment sppealed to the League of 
Nations for internatlonal assistance 
dn the fight against the epidemic 
cholera which had broken out In the 
devastated areas. The first response 
came from Yugo-Slavia, where the 
famous Zagreb Laboratories immedl- 
ately supplied free of charge, 600,000 
doses of anti-cholern: vaccine. With 
commendable promptitude, the Aus- 
tralian Government, on August 3, 
despatched to China half a million 
doses of anti-cholera vaccine, which 
was carried, freight free, on the 
Eastern and Australlan Lino's Tanda, 
The Conaul-Gencral ‘of China in 
Australia, Dr. C. J. Pao, In expressing 
hig gratitude, said the gift a prac- 
tical evidence of Australian friend- 
ship for Chino’s Government and 
people.

Writing on the eve of a 
momentous - meeting of th 
House of Commons, .we would 
like to refer our readers to ex- 
tracts from « speech made in 
_| that same Chamber twenty-four 
yearg ago, on August 3, 1914— 
36 hours before Britain was 
plunged into.the most disastrous 
war civilisation hag known. 
The speaker on that occasion 
was Sir Edward Grey, the Bri- 
tish Foreign Minister 
fought, xs Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain iy fighting to-day, to avert 
catastrophic war and its atten- 
dant horrors. 


Grey sid: : 

“The most awful responsibility 
is resting upon the, Government 
in deciding what to advise the 
House of Commons to do. We 
have disclosed our mind to the 
House of Commons. We have 
disclosed the issue, the informa- 
tion which we have, and made 

' lear to the House, I trust, that 
we are prepared to face that 
situation, and that should it 
develop, as probably it will de- 
velop, we will face it. We work- 
ed. for pence up to the Inat 
mement, and deyond- the last 
moment. How hard, how persis- 
tently, and how earnestly we 
strove for pence Inst week the 
House will see from the papers 
that will be ‘béfore it. 


“But that fs over, as far as 
the peace of Europe is concerned. 
We are now face to face with a 
situation and all the consequences 
which it may yet have to imnfold. 
We believe that we shall have 
the support of the House at 
lnrge ‘In ‘proceeding” to whatever 
the consequences. may be and 
whatever measureg, may be 
forced upon us by the develop- 
ment of facta or action taken 
by others. .

Acting Puisne Judge to Colonial 
Treasurer and Registrar Gen- 
eral, 


The death of. Mr. Francis 
Snowden, the Puisne Judge on 
April 1, 1883, provided him with 
an unexpected opportunity; for 
he wes immediately appointed 
by the Governor, Sir George 
Ferguson Bowen to fill the 
vacancy. So conspicuously did 
he discharge the duties of the 
Bench that he won wide acclaim, 
and it was not to be wondered at 
that his ability soon came to the 
attention of the. Home Govern- 
ment. He was accordingly the 
recipient of a Companionage in 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George on June 18, 1887. The 
bestowal of this honour scemed 
to be a signal for further pro- 
motion; for on November 10, 
1888, owing to the retirement 
of the Chicf Justice, Sir George 
Philippo, he was accordingly 
gazetted as his successor. 


As one of the Colony’s lead- 
ing legal minds, Chief Justice 
Russell was noted for the fair- 
ness of his decisions. If he 
erred, it was perhaps on the side 
of leniency. Like others of his 
time, he was not adverse to en- 
tering the great controversy 
which raged in Hongkong dur- 
ing'the ‘eighties as to whether 
the public whipping post should 
be abolished. His’ recorded 
opinion was apparently ~a-non- 
committa] one; for while he was 
too kind an individual at heart 
to openly endorse the weekly 
quota of floggings in full view of 
the thrill-seeking public, he was 
honest enough to state that “he 
did not know how local crime 
was to be curbed if the cat and 
the birch were to be abolished.” 
Im this respect, he echoed the 
convictions of the majority of 
the community, who, while they 
were .perhaps ag humanitarian 
as any other, did not feel too sure 
of the wisdom of Governor Pope 
Hennessy’s “advanced” Jiber- 
alism. 


The Chief Justiceship of 
Hongkong was really his last 
official appointment, and al- 
though he was honoured with a 
knighthood while on furlough in 
1890, he began to feel that 
health considerations’ would 
eventually compel his ° retire- 
ment. The arduous duties of 
his office began to tell on his con- 
stitution, and in 1893, he deter- 
mined to resign and return 
Home in an effort to recuperate 
his failing strength. While it 
was hoped.that Sir James would 
recover sufficiently’ to . permit 
his return to the Colony, the 
majority of the community felt 
that his departure would be 
permanent. Their ‘fears were 
‘fulfilled: for on September 8, 
1893, came the tidings that he 
had passed away at Strathpeffer, 
Scotland, where he had gone but 
a fow days previously in a vain 
effort to profit by a change of 


;Scenery. ‘The residents of the 


Colony were profoundly shocked 
at the nows of his death, and 
hastened. to pay tributes-to his 
memory.
